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GIRVIN CONVICTION 
ORDERED QUASHED 
BY APPELLATE COURT 


Finding Against Edmonton Man 
is Revoked in Connection 
With Alleged Forgery 


The appellate division of the Su- 
preme Court has given judgment on 
the appeal by W. J. Girvin against 
the refusal of the chief justice to 
Brant a reserve case against his con- 
Viction for alleged forgery, Mr. Jus 
tice Stuart and Mr. Justice Beck each 
in a lengthy written judgment (M 
sustice MeCarthy concurring with M 
Justice Stuart) holding that there 
Was no evidence of forgery and there 
fore could not have been any know- 
ledge by Girvin that it did exist, and 
ordered the conviction quashed. Mr 
Justice Simmons holds that there was 
some evidence from which the trial 
judge could draw an inference and 
therefore the full court should not in- 
terfere with his discretion. 

The charge against Girvin was that 
he had forged a deed to certain lands 
in Kentucky but the majority of the 
oppeal court were evidently of the 
opinion that the e ure on the docu- 
ment which the crown contended wis 
a forgery was not «forgery at all bat

Do We Want to 
Win the War? |

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To win the war is the world 
purpose of today. ‘‘All or noth- 
ing’’ is the watchword. There ts 
no choice of means or of conse- 
quenees. There is no middle 
ground between victory and de- 
struction. Each vation anc each 
person inust do all thes ear to 
achicve vietory, far anything: less 
than victory ieans greater and 


jatill greater horrors, present and 


tu come, In the realization of 
these facts important changes have 
been made ir. the membership and 
leadership of several of the Allied 
Governments and of their armies 
in the field. These changes are 
the result of war exjsrience, and 
are an expression ef ‘he war 
wisdom acquired by the peoples of 
the respective countries. It is now 
realized that this is not a war be- 
tween governments or countries. 
It is between peoples and princi- 
ples—the principles of justice and 
liberty on the one side, and of 
wrong and tyranny on the other. 
Every man, woman and child in 
the world must and will be pro- 
foundly affected by the result— 
whatever it may be. Upon the 
peoples of the entente allies has 
fallen the burden of fighting the 
battle for light and progress. For 
them it has become a war of the 
people by the people for the 
people. The people of the allied 
countries are in the war whole- 
heartedly. They have made, are 
making, and aré still willing te 
make stupendeous sacrifices of 
blood and treasure. And now they 
demand leadership, for without 
leadership they know they cannot 
win. tadical and far-reaching’ 
changes ut the council board and 
in the field have been made in 
response to this demand in every 
allied country that is stil stand- 
ing on its own feet. Age. honor, 
and experience—qualities that the 
world has been taught to revere 
have to give place to courage, 
loyalty and efficiency. Because 
without the predominance of these 
qualities the war cannot be won, 
and the liberty of the world goes 
out in darkness and in blood. 
Britain, France, Russia, Italy have 
made momentous changes in 
methods of internal government 
and of war direction. Men or 
methods that did not respond to 
the acid test in results have had to 
give way, and new men and new 
methods have taken their places. 
What of Canada and her part 
in the war? Only three years ago 
Canada was believed to be a 
negligible factor in any possible 
world war. After two and a half 


years of war conditions Canada is 


recognized as playing a most im- 
portant part in every line, but— 
as least expected—more especially 
upon the battle field. Upon the 
numbers, efficiency and prestige of 
Canadian soldiers on the battle 
front may depend in large measure 
the success of the Allies—as in- 
deed it did absolutely depend at 
the battle of Langemark a year 
and a half ago. To the Govern- 
ment of Canada the people of 
Canada must look for the leader- 
ship and direction to place a sut- 
ficient number of soldiers in the 
field and to secure their fighting 
efficiency, At this time of general 


stock-takihng amongst the Allies, 


there may well be stock-taking in 
Canada to find if our Government 
has conducted Canada’s part in 
the war better than have the 


Governments of Britain, France, 


Russia or Italy, all of whom have 
changed men so that they might 
the more thoroughly change 
methods to the end that the war 
might be won. It is amply evi- 
dent that the combatants on both 
mea-

mer will see a supreme, and 
possibly the final struggle, The 
present winter is the time within 
which that struggle may be pre- 
pared for, The Belgian enslave- 
ment is the evidence that Ger- 
many is preparing as she never 
did before. No doubt Britaia, 
France, Russia and Italy are doing 
the same. We have the authority 
of the head of the Imperial Munt- 
tions Board that Canada is not 
producing munitions as agreed, 
nor as was expected, and we know 
that the half million men promis- 
ed last New Year have not only 
not been raised, but that there is 
no reasonable prospect of their 
being raised under present con- 
ditions. At the same time national 
expenditures for non-military pur- 
poses are piling up, taxation has 
been enormously increased and is

Are we to 
follaw the example of the greeter 
countries at war and bring about 
such governmental changes as will 
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ensure tliat the maximum strength 
of the country shall be available 
to bring about the earliest possible 
decision of the war. 

The experience of over five 
years proves that if we are to have 
a change of methods we must 
have a change of men. 
head of our affairs we have prac- 
tically the same Governiuent as at 
the outbreak of the wer. 
members of that Government per- 


mitted if they did not instigate or 


take part in the most outrageous 
graft in the purchase of military 
equipment ayd supplies for the 
first overseas forces. From the 
beginning of the war until very 
recently, if not actually up to the 
present time, the expensive leather 
harness, known as the Oliver 
equipment, has been supplied to 
every infantry soldier. Not on 
of these equipments has 
been taken beyond England. All 
have been displaced by the British 
webb equipment, and the discard- 
ed Canadian leather equipment has 
not been sent back to ip but 
has been systematically desfroyed 
in England. This at a time when 
leather is so scarce and so urgently 
necessary for military purposes 
that the British Government has 
commandeered the stock of leather 
in Britain. This has not been 
done in the rush of sending away 
a military expedition. It has been 
done year in and year out, under 
the authority of Hon, A. E. Kemp, 
chairman of the war purchasing 
commission, and now minister of 
militia, Our infantry battalions 
were sent into battle with an in- 
sufficient equipment of machine 
guns, and when machine guns 
were supplied they were the in- 
ferior American Colt, instead of 
the superior British Lewis. Our 
second, third and fourth divisions 
were armed with the Ross rifle 
after the battle of Langemark, in 
April, 1915, had demonstrated the 
necessity of rearming the first 
division with the Lee Enfield. It 
was not until the massacre of 
Zillebeke, in early June, 1916, 
that the Ross rifle was finally dis- 
carded for the Lee Enfield in the 
Canadian forees. Months after 
that date, if not even yet, Ross 
rifles were still being made at the 
Quebee factory. Is it reasonable 
to expect that the men who are re- 
sponsible in the instances men- 
tioned are the men to inspire and 
direct the people of Canada to 
further, greater and more effective 
effort to win the war? 

The Government represents the 
mind of parliament, as parliament 
represents the mind of the people 

~at the time it was elected. The 
mind of the people of Canada as 
it was in September, 1911, is not 
their mind as it is today. The 
questions of today are different 
and more pressing than those that 
were before us five yeurs ago. 
The agony of war extends 
throughout the land. To win the 
war is the urgent wish of all the 
people—those who have made 
sacrifices as those by whom sacri- 
fice must yet be made. The mind 
of the people as it is today is not 
expressed in the national council 
of parliament; aud it ought to be. 
The time has come when the men 
elected in 1911 on the issues of that 
day grotesquely misrepresent the 
mind of the nation in the agonies 
and under the inspiration of war. 
If we are to have the full force 
of our country brought to bear to 
win the war there must be an ex- 
pression of the whole people at the

there has been has arisen because 
of the bungling, partisanship and 
eollusion of Sir Sam Hughes as 
much as of any other single factor. 
If he is now minded to turn 
against those who have defended 
him throughout-his unique record 
it is his own business. But he 
need not expect that the Liberal 
party is going to weleome him as 
anally. If the Government could 
not carry him any longer—and _ it 
carried him as long as it could— 
the Opposition has no ¢all to ac- 
cept the responsibility. Sir Sam 
now wants the Government to call 
out all single men from 18 to 45 
for active service training, and to 
so amend the Militia Act at the 
next sitting of Parliament that 
these forces may be sent oversea. 
This because recruiting has fallen 
away hopelessly. That voluntary 
recruiting has about played out 
seems to be the case. That com- 
pulsory service should be applied 
in Canada, as elsewhere in the 
Allied countries, is a proposition 
in line with the terrible gravity of 
the situation. But to assume be- 
cause voluntary enlistment as_ it 
has been handled has fallen down 
that voluntary enlistment rightly 
handled would not produce the 
additional one hundred and fifty 
thousand men, and the reinforce- 
ments needed, is a somewhat large 
assumption. If voluntary enlist- 
ment has failed it is because of the 
way the voluntary enlistment sys- 
tem was carried on under the 
direction of Sir Sam Hughes, 
That carried on under the direec- 
tion of someone with common sense 
and common fairness it would 
have fallen down is not at all like- 
ly, judging by the way volunteers 
came forward until the public be- 
came aware as to the mismanage- 
ment and favoritism that 
dominating the Militia Depart- 
ment. Enlistment is not notice- 
ably worse now than before Sir 
Sam resigned, could not well be. 
If it is worse it is because the de- 
cline has continued, not because a 
new decline has set in. If com- 
pulsory service is needed now it 
was needed then, In demanding 
it now, Sir Sam only shows that he 
‘ither saw but did not do his duty 
then or that he is now animated by 
a desire to associate himself politi- 
cally with those who have consist- 
ently urged that compulsion was 
the proper—and likely the neces- 


sary—way of meeting our na- 
tional undertaking toward the 
war. If it would have been im- 


proper to construe the Militia Act 
three months or so ago as Sir Sam 
wants it construed now, it would 
be none the less improper to con- 
strue it in that way at present.

lack of recruits is due to the 
cowardice or selfishness of the 
manhood of the country. Com- 


pulsory service is needed in Can- 
ada today chiefly beeause of Sir 
Sam Hughes’ administration.

statement of fact, under a cens lip 
which systematically and effectively 
suppresses facts detrimental to those 
in authority on either side of the 
ocean, it is also valuable because o 
the conclusions to be irresi ily 
drawn from those facts. 

The allied countries and their armies 
have suffered from many causes since 
August 4th, 1914, but they have 
suffered most from the systematic sup- 
pression of the truth and the deliberate 
statement of untruths, more or less 
veiled, which has been the fixed official 
war policy of the Imperial and Cana- 
dian Governments since war began, 
The hideous incompetence in high 
places which has cost tens of thou- 
sands of lives and the value of more 
than tens of thousands in _ prestige, 
would and could noe have continued 
had the people who were finding the 
blood and treasure that was being 
wasted, or worse than wasted, known 
the facts. After nearly two and a 
half years of coloss sacrifices it has 
come ill more colossal 
sacrifl ed before victory 
can be That while we must 
continue fice money and men, 
possibly in greater volume than ever, 
we cannot afford the waste of a dollar 
or of a man—-unless we want to lose 
the war. Efficiency must be secured 
at all costs and in all lines; but above 
everything else in military organiza- 
ion and leadership. In a self-govern- 
Ing country such radical changes as 


to sac 


present conditions demand can only 
come with popular consent, and the 
people must know why and what 


changes are necessary, in order that 
they may support their being made. It 
is to prevent this knowledge reaching 
the people that the censorship has 
been maintained. Colonel Currie's 
book does not touch on controversial 
subjects and does not either com- 
plain or criticize, but the facts speak 
for themselves, 

Without detracting from either the 
literal accuracy or the literary excel- 
lence of Colonel Currie's book, its 
most interesting feature is its side 
lights, One instance has bearing on 
the much vaunted loyalty and mill- 
tary enthusiasm of the City of To- 
ronto The 45th Highlanders was a 
volunteer battalion of Toronto, which 
had been an active organization for 26 
years. Colonel Currie was its com- 
mander on the fateful day of August 
4th. Colonel Currie says that the 
48th was the first to volunteer as a 
unit for overseas service AS a miut- 
ter of fact, the 48th volunteer battu- 
lion did not go overseas as a_ unit, 
Using the 48th volunteer battalion as 
a base, an overseas 48th battalion was 
recruited, commencing on August 8th, 
Colonel Currie deseribes in detail the 
stupendous military enthusiasm of the 
City of Toronto When the battalion 
left for Valcartier on August 30th, 
100,000 people lined the streets to see
